Mr.  Bradford , 

I have  obferved  in  your 
paper  Tome  publications  on  the  propriety 
of  eftabliftiing  a tribunal,  for  the  pur- 
pole  of  examining  thofe  gentlemen 
who  feel  a delire  to  praftife  medicine  in 
this  Rate,  and  that  uone  be  permitted 
to  praftife  for  emolument,  before  lie  00- 
tains  from  that  teft  of  medical  erudition, 
a deploma,  or  an  acknowledgment  of  his 
lit  qualification. 

It  has  been  a maxim  with  the  people, 
in  all  ages,  to  ufe  thofe  exertions  Which 
were  bed  calculated  to  procure  them  the 
means  of  happineis,  and  to  enable  them 
to  perfue  thofe  objects  which  feemed 
molt  likely  to  attain  the  end.  Nothing 
* can  be  more  defirable  than  eafe,  the  con- 

Cjraft  of  dileafe  ; hence  it  becomes  an 
objeft  of  primary  importance  for  them 
to  have  able  and  learned  phyficians,  on 
whom  reliance  may  be  placed,  for  the 
due  execution  of  the  part  affigned  them 
in  fuch  an  important  office,  to  guard 
ana  protect  them,  when  alTailed  by  dif- 
eafe,  and  to  put  into  operation  thofe  ne- 
ceffiry  means  which  would  be  mod  like- 
ly  to  eiTeft  a redoration  of  health. 
None  can  be  too  cautious  in  choofing 
their  phyfician — none  can  be  too  well 
ferved,  nor  can  the  health  of  any  one 
be  too  foon  reinftated  : confequently, 

no  phyfician  can  be  too  learned  in  his 
prafeffion.  We  r.U  wifli  l’or  the  mod  e- 
minent  to  attend  us  in  our  ficknefs,  and 
bear  impofition  with  impatience.  That 
fuch  a tribunal  would  ot  proper  I infer, 
becaufe  the  people  cannot  be  poffeffed  of 
fufficient  information  as  to  the  relative 
merits  of  thofe  who  are  called  Doctors  ; 
and  that  all  thofe  who  have  not  acqui- 
red a knowledge  of  t'lofe  radical  parts 
of  ♦hcfcie.ice  of  medicine,  which  is  re- 
duced to  a certainty,  and  upon  which 
all  their  fubCequent  knowledge  null  be 
edablidicd,  ought  to  be  prohibited  from 
this  zffumption.  The  people  have  the 
means  of  knowing  tV  fkiliof  a phyfici- 
an, either  by  intui:ion  o-  experience. 
That  they  have  not  the  Intuitive  know- 
ledge,  all  will  admit.  They  mud  then 
depend  upon  their  neighbor  for  a detail 
of  fafts,  in  which  a phyfician  has  pre- 
ferred medicine  with  evident  good  to 
the  nek;  but  whenever  opinions  are  to 
be  formed  from  the  exhibition  of  fkill 
by  a practitioner,  there  will  be  danger  to 
be  apprehended  from  the  means  employ- 
ed by  the  oretendtr,  and  the  patient  fuf- 
tains  an  irreparable  injury,  at  the  time 
the  people  gain  a knowledge  of  the  de- 
merit of  the  preferiber,  by  experience. 

Whenever  a perfon  is  fet  up  to  judge 
of  the  conduct  or  learning  of  another, 
or  to  decide  in  a matter  of  controverfy, 
he  ought  to  be  poffelfcd  of  erudition 
himfelf  and  correft  knowledge  of  the 
jV.bj'it  Controverted  ; otherwife  he 
would  no:  be  qualified  to  give  a juft  de- 
cision. If  a man  or  judge  does  not 
know  what  is  right  or  what  is  wrong, 
and  decides  without  information,  his 
aits  may  be  right  or  may  be  wrong,  and 
he  is  an  improper  judge.  Where  men 
judge  of  the  merit  of  a phyfician,  and 
do  not  know  what  conftitutes  a good  one. 
they  will  not  know  whether  he  is  entitled 
to  confidence  or  not ; to  depend  upon  ex- 
perience alone,  would  be  fallacious  evi- 
dence, for  the  moft  eminent  are  fome- 
times  unfuccefsful.  A man  (hould  b" 
poffff :d  of  medical  knowledge,  to  render 
him  1 fit  p>  .fon  to  'ake  charge  of  a fel- 
low citizen  when  attacked  by  difeafe, 
and  there  are  means  of  knowing  the  ex- 
tent of  this  knowledge.  Teachers  of 
Btone  licine,  who  have  acquired  knowledge 
think  that  every  one,  who  intends  to 
practice,  fhonld  poffefs  a knowledge  of 
the  fu  idamentui  nrinciples  of  mejicin 
for  the  fafety  of  fo'iety.  Mank  vl 
cannot  be  too  well  informed  in  any  pi 
feffnn  ; hut  they  may  know  too  little 
to  execute  the  duties  with  propriety 
which  always  would  be  a good  ground 
for  prohibition 

If  a man  ignorantly  deprives  a lady  of 
he-  hnfband,  dirtftly  by  medicine,  or  in- 
direftly  by  wit  holding  the  proper  means 
of  relief,  which  poffibly  might  be  pro- 
cured, her  family  feels  the  lofs  as  fenfi- 
blv  as  though  it  was  done  through  ma 
lice— the  injury  done  would  be  the  fame, 
althotip-h  her  conduit  to  the  murderer 
might  be  different.  All  will  acknow- 
ledge that  i 'orant  pretenders  are  inju- 
rious to  fociety— A queftion  then  ari- 
fes,  how  is  the  evil  to  be  remedied  ? Is 
it  one  of  thofe  evils  that  is  fo  intimate- 
ly connected  with  a greater  good,  that 
when  we  deftroy  the  evil  we  deftroy  the 
good  ? No — the  evil  can  be  deftroyed 
and  rite  p-ood  'ncreafed.  It  is  proven 
that  neople  at  large  are  not  adequate  to 
tht  talk  of  telling  who  are  learned  in 
phyfic  and  who  are  not ; and  inafmuch 
as  they  have  not  this  necefTary  ingredi- 
ent, which  is  required  to  expofe  the  i* 
noranre  of  the  pretender,  they  cannot 
be  cal'eA  the  proner  judges.  The  igno- 
rance of  the  people  in  this  point. have 
caufed  the  ignoble  and  illiterate  preten- 
der t.i  be  fubflituted  for  the  wife  and  e- 
mine  i*  for  a time;  but  it  muft  be  ac- 
knnwl-dged  that  it  is  ftianiefulanl  pr  ■- 
ji  1 -i.l  t a the  af-lves.  If  there  be  a 


afts  of  the  ignorant  ; and  let  us  bury  “ 
in  oblivion  the  remembrance  of  the  dark 
period  when  the  mountebank'  had  full 
power  to  lpread  death  and  mifery  among 
the  credulous  and  infatuated  citizens  of 
our  country.  Here  honor,  juftice 
and  humanity  all  combine  to  require  the 
legillature  to  enaft  a law  to  compel  em- 
pirics to  abandon  the  further  practice  of 
fraud  and  deception,  the  relult  of  which 
muft  make  every  virtuous  and  feeling 
nnnd  fhudder  ; anddoubtlefs  will  induce 
the  legiilative  body  to  yield  to  a ration- 
al impulfe  of  the  mind,  and  caule  them 
to  make  fuch  provilions  as  will  effeftu- 
allv  prevent  an  increafe  of  the  evil. 

Medicus  afks  no  more  to  be  required 
of  medical  Undents,  or  thofe  who  come 
to  the  country’  to  praftife  phyfic,  than  they 
have  thought  proper  to  aik  of  thofe  who 
wifli  to  praftife  law.  If  they  have  paffed 
a law,  which  prohibits  fome  from  praftif- 
ing  law  on  account  of  incapacity,  they 
have  prevented  the  people  from  making 
choice  of  a pleader  at  the  bar  ; and  if  the 
people  require  a fimilar  law  for  the  purpofe 
of  preventing  ignorant  pretenders  from 
praftifing  phyfic,  it  cannot  be
